Claim 1 (currently amended): A meihod for providing information to a pilot of a vehicle via a 
display, the meihod comprising the steps of: 

a) indicating a current attribute altitude of said vehicle on said display; 

b) receiving a target attribut e altitude for said vehicle; 

c) determini ng a first capture attribut e initiation altitude , said first capture attribut e 

initiation altitude corresponding to a point altitude for said vehicle to 
initiate capture in order to obtain said target attribut e altitude from said 
current attribute altitude ; and 

d) displaying said first capture attribut e initiation altitude on said display in 
^ conjunction with said current attf&*rte altitude of said vehicle. 

Claim 27 (currently amended) A display tor an aircraft comprising: 
a sliding scale altitude indicator, 

a target altitude indicator on said sliding scale altitude indicator configured to display a 
target altitude, 

/ a current altitude indicator on said sliding scale altitude indicator, 

a capture region indicator^on said on said ^sliding scale altitude indicator, said capture 
region indicator indicating at least an point altitude for initiating a capture of the target altitude , 
and 

an overshoot region indicator on said sliding scale altitude indicator. 
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
